p. l^lorgtin and other Intemutlonal 
banklne .Interests, wus Uiti-oihiced In 
tlic senate uk evidence of u *'Recret xm- 
aerstandlns" Ijetwoen the United 
States and Great Britain for control 
of tlie Paclflc In connection with the 
fourr-power treaty. ' , 

Senator Borah oP Idaho prothiced n 
Btenograplilc transcrjpt of the Cravath 
speech. In the opinion of the aennte 
nuthorltloa the "secret ugreenient" 
mentlnned by the Morgan attorney 
conHtituted not only aa act of treacii- 
ery to the other powers In the treaty, 
but would bo undeniably provocation 
of war. 

The Cravath .speech was delivered 
at a private gathering of the Council 
of Foreign Helntlons, an usHociatlon of 
New York f>ankers, held In New Vork 
city February 17. AUliough the nieet- 
InR was not open to the public, Sena- 
tor Borah obtained the reporter's 
transcript of what Cravatli said In as- 
suring his fellow banliers that tlie 
secret understanding hud hoen formu- 
lated at the amis conference. 

Opponeifts of the treaty saw It as 
on effective weapon by which to de- 
feat ratification. 

Lodge and Underwood, members of 
the American delegation, denied that 
^uch an agreement cxislod. Borah 
came back with the stateniont thnt, 
although the knew nothing about It, 
he refused to believe the story mitrue. 
Later In tlie .day Borah was shown 
a statement Issued liy Cruvutli In his 
Now Xork odlce denying the exlat-. 
euce of such nn agreement, to wlilch 
Borah replied: 

"I have the record. I am satisfied 
with it." 

The most Important development of 
the publication of Cravuth's reiniirks 
was the inauguration of a movement 
to have the treaty sent back to the 
foreign relations conuulttoe and have 
Secretary Hughes, Kllhu Hoot and 
Cravath sununoned as witnesses to 
tell what tliey know ubout It. 

A motion to reconuult tlie treaty 
wlU he mudu by Senator' Shields of 
Tennessee. This will put Lodge and 
the rest of the llepubllean majority ou 
record as to wfiether they want all 
the facts disclosed or will Insist upon 
a vote to ratify without any more In- 
formation than the senate now has. 

Lodge visited the White House and 
discussed the treaty situation with, 
President Harding, wlio expressed a 
desire to have it ratllled without the 
Hardlng-Brandegee reservation now be- 
fore Uie senate. Lodge told the Brcsl- 
dent this could not be done; that un- 
less the reservation Is attached the 
treaty will be rejected, 

Borah produced the Cravath docu- 
ment at the very beginning of tlie sen- 
ate session. At once It plunged the 
senate Into' the most vitriolic and ex- 
citing debute vhlcb has been witnessed 
eince the strife over the treaty started. 
Lodge and Underwood lost tlielr 
tempers In most righteous fashion In 
denying t'hoy ever discussed the treaty 
with Crnvath or with uiiy other repre- 
sentallve of the Intematlonnl banking 
interests. Both admitted t« a vague 
and hazy notion oC who Cravath Is, 
but declared they did not talk with him 
In bringing the Cravath statement 
before the senate Senator Borah said 
the Interpretation given by Cravath 
constituted an alliance, adding: 

"Wltliout regard to what the four- 
power treaty does in the matter oJ 
forming aa alliance, there is no ques- 
tion that tlie secret understnudUie 
docs. form on alliance. Coming us 11 
does from a nuui who professes to" 
know, the statement by Mr. Cravath 
becomes of considerable Importance. 
It simply discloses that once wo enter 
Uito the business of making a political 
nlllanco there Is no limit to which we 
may not go in arriving at secret un- 
aerstaudlUKS that hind us to our fu* 
turo course of action." 

Taking the lloor to deny Imving 

talked w|th Cravath, Underwood said: 

"I never ninde such a statement to 

Mr. Cravath, or to any t)ne else. So 

far as I know there is no truth In It." 

Then Loilge g()t up and said : 

"lilr. Cravath had no autliorltyfrom 

mo to nmke such a statement, us 1 

have had no conversation at all with 

hlni, and, so far us I know, there Is not 

a word of truth In It, 1 thought I 

knew aomcthlng about the treaty, but 

I never heard of any such underatund- 

lug having been made."
